agriculture in less than 20 years 
is possibly the most dramatic 
achievement in all of China’s 
history. 
For the first time, too, China is 
unified politically as well as 
nilturallv. 
Yet the world still does not 
know the full story of the 
“Cultural Revolution” of the 
late 1960s, which was inspired by 
Mao in order to purge the 
Chinese revolution of “coun­ 
terrevolutionary” 
trends 
he 
saw. 
Chinese youth, particularly 
the Red Guards, nearly got out 
of hand. Even today, there is 
some question as to how com­ 
plete Peking’s rule is over the 
hinterland. As so often before in 


China’s past, provincial military 
leaders seem to enjoy yarying 
degrees of autonomy and in­ 
dependence from the central 
government. 
Without the unifying influence 
of Mao Tse-tung, a repetition of 
a phenomenon of such elemental 
fury as the Cultural Revolution 
could very well set China back a 
hundred years as a world power. 
China’s leaders, will certainly 
not permit this to happen. 
In the meantime, Mao Tse- 
tuhg in death has truly achieved 
the status of godhead to which 
he was very nearly elevated in 
life. Never have the emotions of 
the China’s teeming millions 
been so completely focused on 
one man. 
Again, China’s new leaders 
will undoubtedly take steps to 
insure that this highly useful 
Mao-worship continues. We will 
not likely wittness anything like 
a “de-Maoization” process in 
China. 
It will remain for some future 
generation 
of 
Chinese, 
a 
generation free to choose the 
gods it worships, to accord Mao 
Tse-tung his rightful place in 
China’s history and to balance 
the deaths of millions, which 
Mao Tse-tung has been charged 
with causing, against his role in 
helping China secure her 
rightful place in the family of 
nations.

The shot that launched the 
Bicentennial was fired over two 
hundred years ago, first at 
Lexington and then at Concord, 
and the Revolutionary War was 
begun. From 1775, the un­ 
disputed right of the colonials to 
implement the independence 
they had declared on July 4, 
1776, finally was victorious with 
the defeat of the British at 
Yorktown in 1781. 
One wonders if the rugged 
individualists who opposed the 
tyranny of their King and 
motherland had any idea of the 
destiny that would result, in the 
United States and the world, 
from their actions. 
They were the catalyst for 
what would become the most 
enlightened, 
democratic and

The poll first revealed that 546 
banks actually held significant 
amounts of New York notes. 
Further checking showed that a 
total of 954 banks would be left 
holding the bag if New York 
went under. 
The Treasury had underesti­ 
mated the impact of a New York 
City default on American banks 
by 900 per cent. A default, the 
study concludes, could have 
caused an economic disaster for 
the nation.

FBI, 
under Kelley, broke 
records in Civil Rights, Crime 
Syndicate Convictions 
WASHINGTON- During my 
recent travels I conversed with 
some of the most brilliant, 
pragmatic, iron-nerved James 
Bond 
types 
specializing 
in 
counter-intelligence and anti­ 
terrorist operations for their 
government. 
In one famed 
continental capital I was their 
guest. To my utter delight I 
learned they had one of the best 
wine cellars abroad. 
Believe me, the faith their 
nation places in them is 
justified, .their records some day 
will show. Obviously with their 
truly meager wages they aren’t 
buying the vintages. 
So I was startled on returning 
home to note a headline reading 
“Director of FBI Target of 
Inquiry” because he had per­ 
mitted (actually his late wife 
did) the bureau’s exhibit section 
to use an estimated $40 worth of 
lumber to put up a set of curtain 
valances in his new apartment. 
Director Clarence Kelley, now 
64, a deacon of the Christian 
church and like Gov. Carter, 
who wants him fired, a former 
Sunday school teacher, wouldn’t 
misappropriate a 13-cent stamp. 
Actually U.S. Secretary of the 
Treasury William Simon, who 
directs the Secret Service, tells 
me there was no more practical 
or less expensive fashion in 
which to build these valances. 
Literally Director Kelley saved - 
- not wasted- the government 
money, manpower and security. 
Kelley won’t tell the story. It’s 
simpler to write a $335 check 
and forget it - if President 
Ford’s 
political opponents 
permit. Here’s what Bill Simon 
told me the other day when I 
asked him to tell me, as the 
cabinet member in charge of the 
Secret Service, if he would have 
fired Kelley had the FBI chief 
been under his jurisdiction in­ 
stead of Atty. Gen. Levi’s. 
“No I most certainly wouldn’t.

Then I asked him if the FBI 
would have to rescan Kelley’s 
apartm ent if it had been 
decorated by a commercial 
carpenter. 
Said Simon: “Sure. My office 
is constantly gone over when (I) 
have a visitor. One never knows 
whether a detecting device has 
been left.” 
It seems to me the question of 
Kelley’s receiving gifts, such as 
a $105 easy chair, an $84 clock or 
a $95 walnut table, from his 
staff, isn’t any more “illegal” 
than all the persoanl favors done 
by Secret Service agents 
bodyguarding the presidential 
candidates. 
That’s 
political 
nitpicking: 
Point is - what of the FBI’s 
total work? Look at the record. 
During 
fiscal 
1975, 
the 
bureau’s civil rights fight was 
one of quality and quantity. In 
this year, the FBI, according to 
its documents, handled 7,946 
cases within the civil rights 
criminal 
statutes. 
Further, 
there were another 1,238 cases of 
alleged 
discrimination 
in 
housing; another 1,477 cases 
under the Civil Rights Act of 
1964 prohibiting discrimination 
in employment, education, 
public facilities and places of 
public accommodation. 
Effectiveness in these fields 
doesn’t spring from some civil 
service attorney researching the 
record. It takes field work - 
often dangerous. In bombing 
attacks, for example. 
And there is a vast area of 
white-collar crime into which 
the FBI has recently thrown 
special “desks.” These squads 
now are piercing Medicaid and 
Social Security and welfare 
fraud - thus aiding the aged and 
the poor. The battle 
is on 
against vast thievery and 
forging of securities on which 
many depend for old age in­ 
come. 
And if that’s of no interest to 
the scalp hunters, what of the 
FBI s 
attack 
on 
organized 
crime? 
What 
of

vestigation, 
indictment 
and 
conviction of such tough dons as 
Kansas City’s Nick Civella, 
Detroit’s Tony Zerilli and St. 
Louis syndicate power Tony 
Giardano? Most of these needed 
only to dial a phone to get action 
from “controlled” unions 
In all there were 1,417 con­ 
victions of racketeers. By year’s 
end (June 30, 1975) there were 
1,800 alleged gangsters in the 
court pipelines.

The foreword to the latest edition of Ja n e ’s stresses the 
great reliance of NATO nations on ocean trade, pointing 
out that at any one time there are over 4,000 merchant 
ships plying between their ports in addition to som e 3,000 
ships within those ports. Oil comes to these nations in 
tankers, of which 200 are daily at sea in the Indian Ocean. 
He who has the capacity to interrupt this commerce will 
be in a commanding position to achieve his ends, even 
though no shot or torpedo is ever fired. This seem s to be 
the Soviet objective as they establish naval bases or 
friendly havens in such diverse places as Cuba, North 
Africa, Guinea, Somalia, and Aden. Meanwhile, their 
squadrons sail into all the waters of the world. 
With one Soviet carrier now operational, a second 
nearly so, and two more building, it is unmistakably 
evident that Russia is no longer prepared to concede U.S. 
naval superiority in any category of ship.The U.S. naval 
mission of protecting our overseas supply lines and 
providng for the maritime support of our far flung allies 
iscearly in jeopardy. 
Honest debate may flourish over just what mix of ships 
we need, but there can be no doubt that we face a serious 
and growing naval challenge that must be fully met if we 
are to maintain our credibility and deterrence.

Mao Tse-tung is dead, and the 
great question that now hangs 
over 
China 
is 
whether 
the 
Communists 
have 
succeeded 
where 
all 
the 
em perors 
failed—in creating a system that 
provides for the orderly transfer 
of power from one ruler to 
another 
The question may not 
be 
answered 
for 
many 
years, 
however. 
The 
upheavals 
that 
periodically racked China oc­ 
curred when a challenger cam e 
forward to wrest the "m andate 
of heaven" away from an aging, 
faltering 
dynasty 
and 
to 
establish a new one. Within 
dynasties, or families, em perors 
usually succeeded one another 
peacefully. 
If communism has truly been 
established as one more dynasty 
in the long list of those that have 
ruled over what has probably 


always been the most populous 
and least-known country in the 
world, then the calm that now 
prevails in China will continue 
indefinitely. 
So 
will 
Mao’s 
“ thoughts" 
and 
so will 
the 
developing 
Sino-A m erican 
relations 
that 
began 
with 
P resident 
N ixon’s visit 
to 
Peking in 1972. 
This does not mean, of course, 
that there may not be bitter 
power struggles among Mao’s 
heirs or would-be heirs behind 
the walls of Peking’s Forbidden 
City. 
But no m atter who eventually 
emerges as first among the 
equals 
who 
direct 
China's 
destiny, 
the 
evidence 
over­ 
whelmingly suggests that the 
Communist order has come to 
stay. 
For the first time in 4,000 
years, famine is no longer the 
great scourge of China. To make 
a nation of more than 800 million 
people—a nation that for most of 
this century has been at war 
either with itself or with an 
invader—self-sufficient 
in 
agriculture in less than 20 years 
is possibly the most dram atic 
achievement in all of China's 
history. 
For the first time, too, China is 
unified politically as well as 
culturally. 


Yet the world still does not 
know 
the 
full story of 
the 
"Cultural Revolution" of the 
late 1960s, which was inspired by 
Mao in order to purge the 
Chinese revolution of “ coun­ 
terrevolutionary” 
trends 
he 
saw. 
Chinese youth, 
particularly 
the Red Guards, nearly got out 
of hand Even today, there is 
some question as to how com­ 
plete Peking's rule is over the 
hinterland As so often before in 


China’s past, provincial military 
leaders seem to enjoy varying 
degrees of autonomy and in­ 
dependence from the central 
government. 
Without the unifying influence 
of Mao Tse-tung, a repetition of 
a phenomenon of such elemental 
fury as the Cultural Revolution 
could very well set China back a 
hundred years as a world power. 
China’s leaders, will certainly 
not permit this to happen. 
In the meantime, Mao Tse- 
tuhg in death has truly achieved 
the status of godhead to which 
he was very nearly elevated in 
life Never have the emotions of 
the China’s teeming millions 
been so completely focused on 
one man. 
Again, China's new leaders 
will undoubtedly take step6 to 
insure that this highly useful 
Mao-worship continues We will 
not likely wittness anything like 
a “ de-Maoization" process in 
China. 
It will remain for some future

generation free to choose the

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New managerial audit staff saves time, money

JEFFERSON CITY - In 
the year since the Public 
Service Commission (PSC) 
set up a managerial audit 
services unit, the staff has 
handled five audits and saved 
the commission hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, says 
Chairman Robert Pierce. 
The 
managerial 
audit 
program, one of only two of its 
kind in the country, 
is 
designed 
to 
review 
systematically a company’s 
managerial policies, practices 
and processes, with the 
emphasis on determining 
future effectiveness of present 
managerial policies. 
"This program will become 
more important as time 
passes because testimony 
based on the staff's findings 
will be given as evidence in 
rate cases that come before 
the commission,” Pierce said. 
The commission 
is 
not 
currently 
using 
the 
managerial audit findings in 
such cases because only two of 
the staff members have had 
any previous first hand 
experience in the field of 
utility management. 
The commission’s staff 


believes this could lead to the 
staff 
being 
mislead 
or 
misinformed by the utility 
companies during an audit. 
Chairman Pierce defends 
his young and inexperienced 
staff: "With a little bit of 
training, we can have as good 
an audit as we could get from 
a utility company or a 
consulting firm ." 
Pierce 
criticized the consulting firms 
for being "on the look-out for 
their 
next 
job," 
and 
commended the managerial 
staff 
for 
saving 
the 
commission both time and 
money. 
The fee charged by a 
consulting firm for a man­ 
agerial audit such as the 
one done last year by Arthur 
Young (a large managerial 
auditing firm) can run well 
over $100,000, while the same 
audit by the commission's 
managerial staff can 
be 
completed for as little as 
$25.000.

Dennis Aronson, who was

The board turned down a 
plan by Delta Airlines to insert 
language in little-noticed gov­ 
ernment tariffs which could be 
used as a legal defense against

tariffs — a legal statement of 
how an airline operates — to 
admit overbooking would not be 
an adequate warning for the 
public. 
It proposed, instead, that air­ 
lines that want to protect them­ 
selves against claims of fraudu­ 
lent misrepresentation do so 
not only by filing tariffs, but 
also by stating the overbooking 
practice in large signs at air­ 
port terminals and by giving all 
passengers a statement with 
their ticket describing the prac­ 
tice.

“People often hesitate to ex­ 
press positivé things about 
themselves — if you’re positive 
about yourself, it’s often mis­ 
construed as ‘prideful,’ ” Fel­ 
ker says. His advice is for par­ 
ents not to be afraid to praise 
themselves in front of their 
children and to encourage their 
children to do the same thing. 
Felker points out that studies 
seem to indicate that children 
do not know how to evaluate 
them selvesjtheyj^ 


themselves more harshly than 
an adult would. Parents should 
teach their children the art of 
self-criticism. 
Another suggestion is to set 
realistic goals for children rath­ 
er than ¿7 to force or coerce 
them into doing something be­ 
yond their means. 


Another common error that 
can reinforce a negative self- 
image, the father of five says, 
is to compare children with 
their brothers and sisters. 
“Evaluate them individually,” 
he advises, while noting that 
some of the harshest critics are * 
siblings who often expect 6- 
year-olds to behave like 9-year- 
olds. 
Felker lists several signs of 
poor self-concept in a child, the 
first of which is the kind of 
thing a child says about him­ 
self. Does he seem to like him­ 
self, or does he apply words 
like “dummy”? 


Is the child enthusiastic about 
new, different situations, or 
does he hesitate? Children with 
a poor self-image tend to be 
fearful of new situations and 
experiences.

"Building 
Positive 
Self-Con­ 
cept,” Felker offers a variety 
of ways in which parents can 
avoid that trap and teach their 
children to "like themselves.” 
"People often hesitate to ex­ 
press 
positive 
things 
about 
themselves — if you’re positive 
about yourself, it’s often mis­ 
construed as ‘prideful,’ ” Fel­ 
ker says. His advice is for par­ 
ents not to be afraid to praise 
themselves in front of their 
children and to encourage their 
children to do the same thing. 
Felker points out that studies 
seem to indicate that children 
do not know how to evaluate 
th e m se lv e s^ 


themselves more harshly than 
an adult would. Parents should 
teach their children the art of 


self-criticism. 
Another suggestion is to set 
realistic goals for children rath­ 
er than try to force or coerce 
them into doing something be­ 
yond their means. 


Another common error that 
can reinforce a negative self- 
image, the father of five says, 
is to compare children with 
their 
brothers 
and 
sisters. 
“Evaluate them individually,” 
he advises, while noting that 
some of the harshest critics are " 
siblings who often expect 6- 
year-olds to behave like 9-year- 
olds. 
Felker lists several signs of 
poor self-concept in a child, the 
first of which is the kind of 
thing a child says about him­ 
self. Does he seem to like him­ 
self, or does he apply words 
like "dummy” ? 


Is the child enthusiastic about 
new, different situations, or 
does he hesitate? Children with 
a poor self-image tend to be 
fearful of new situations and 
experiences. 


Finally, how does the child 
evaluate himself? If he is hy­ 
percritical, Felker points out, 
this can lead to a negative self- 
image, causing the child to 
d o w n g r a d e

Congress is about to extend 
for another 18 months the an­ 
tirecession tax cuts that were 
enacted last year. 
Without the extension: 
—Taxes on virtually every 
American would rise, with the 
heaviest burden falling on the 


poorest families. 
—The economy would be de­ 
prived of $15 billion in con­ 
sumer spending. 
—Businesses would lose to 
the tax collector about $4.5 bil­ 
lion a year that otherwise could 
be used to create jobs. 
Congress is expected to take 
final action this week on a mas­ 
sive tax-revision bill that in­ 
cludes extension of the individ­ 
ual and business tax cuts as 


well 
as 
numerous 
other 
changes in tax law. 
Although

clearly on an upswing, Con­ 
gress fears that ending the tax 
cuts now might cause an eco­ 
nomic tailspin. 
Here is how some provisions 
in the bill would affect typical 
American families: 
ALL TAXPAYERS 
Every taxpayer could sub­ 
tract from taxes owed $35 for 


himself and each dependent. A 
family of six, for example, 
could save $210 in taxes. 
There is an alternative for 
smaller families and single per­ 
sons. Instead of the $35-per-per- 
son credit, they could reduce 
.their taxes by 2 per cent of 
their first $0,000 of income, or a 
maximum credit of $180. 
The taxpayer could choose 
whichever option provides the 
greater tax saving. 


To take advantage of the 
credit, the taxpayer totals his 
income, subtracts his deduc­ 
tions and exemptions, computes 
his taxes, then subtracts the 
credit from taxes owed. 
The individual credit was 
available, but amounted to only 
$30, for 1975, meaning for taxes 
paid by April 15, 1976. The $35 
credit and the $180 alternative 
are effective for returns filed in 
April 1977 and 1978. 


NON-ITEMIZERS 
—About 60 per cent of tax­ 
payers use a standard deduc­ 
tion when figuring their taxes, 
meaning they do not itemize 
deductions 
for medical ex­ 
penses, state and local taxes, 
contributions, etc. 
Inflation in recent years has 
increased the value of itemized 
deductions but standard deduc­ 
tions remained comparatively 
low 


The standard deductions were 
raised last year and the bill 
would make these changes per­ 
manent: 
Any taxpayer who does not 
itemize is allowed a $1,700 min­ 
imum deduction if single and 
$2,100 if married and filing a 
joint return, no matter how 
little he earns. 
The maximum standard de­ 
duction is 16 per cent of in­ 
come, but no more than $2,400 


for single persons and $2,800 for 
couples.

Farm Roundup 
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Cattle feeders report gain in Aug. 
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WASHINGTON

Cattle feeders in the seven 
states keeping monthly records 
moved 1.59 million head to 
market last month, 31 per cent 
more than last August and 22 
per cent more than in 1974, the 
Agriculture Department says. 
Waiting in the feedlots there 
on Sept. 1, bound for slaughter 
and supermarket meat count­ 
ers, were 6.43 million head, an 
increase of 8 per cent from the 
rcord Sept. l low of 1975 but 
still 6 per cent below that point 
two years ago. 
Cattlemen during August had 
placed 1.4 million head on 
grain, a boost of 10 per cent 
above last year and 16 per cent 
above two years ago, the Crop 
Reporting Board said Tuesday. 
The figures indicated contin­ 
ued high beef production, which 
USDA expects to start to lag 
more in the late fall as produc­ 
ers get cattle, calf and dairy 


herds down to the sizes they 
want. 
The slaughter of cows, for ex­ 
ample, ran 8 per cent higher 
than expected in the first seven 
months of this year, as produc­ 
ers sought to compensate for 
adverse economic balances, dry 
weather in the upper Great 
Plains and high production 
costs, industry analysts say. 
The reports from Nebraska, 
Kansas, Iowa, Texas, Colorado, 
California and Arizona are used 
as a barometer on the cattle in­ 
dustry. 
On the poultry industry, the 
board said in a separate report 
Monday that almost 1.4 billion 
pounds, live weight, was in­ 
spected for slaughter during 
July, 9 per cent more than in 
July 1975 but 3 per cent below 
June.

Abner Mikva, D-Ill., say the 
bill represents a "total misuse 
of public money. Hunters and 
target shooters no more de­ 
serve federal subsidies than do 
golfers, bowlers or tennis play­ 
ers.” 
NRA lobbyists pushing for 
passage of the legislation say 
that all of the tax money in­ 
volved comes from federal ex­

Proposed new regulation 
Insurance policies to have 
explanatory information 


JEFFERSON

(AP) — How well do you un­ 
derstand your life insurance 
policy? Do you know the differ­ 
ence between whole life and 
term life insurance, or mutual 
and stock life insurance com­ 
panies? 


If you’re like most Mis­ 
sourians, the state Division of 
Insurance says, you’re unsure j 
about what you’re buying when 
you agree to purchase life in­ 
surance. In an effort to better 
inform the insurance customer, 
the division has proposed a 
regulation requiring the 530 life 
insurance companies operating 
in the state to include with 
their policies explanatory infor­ 
mation on them. 


The proposed regulation met 
with varying reaction Wednes­ 
day during a public hearing at­ 
tended by some 65 insurance 
company representatives. Two 


large compnay representatives 
said there firms were ready to 
comply with the rule, while a 
Missouri insurance association 
spokesman voiced opposition to 
it. 


The stated purpose of the 
regulation is to ’’improve the 
buyer’s ability to select the 
most appropriate plan of life in­ 
surance for his needs, improve 
the buyer’s understanding of 
the ... policy ... and improve 
the ability of the buyer to eval­ 
uate the relative costs of sim­ 
ilar plans of life insurance.” 


A policy summary and buy­ 
er’s guide would have to be 
provided to each customer or 
potential customer. The sum­ 
mary would contain informa­ 
tion explaining the policy, and 
include such information as the 
cost of annual premiums, guar­ 
anteed amounts payable upon 
death, total guaranteed cash 


surrender values, cash divi­ 
dends available and other infor­ 
mation. 
The 
buyer's 
guide, 
which has been prepared by the 
National Association of Insur­ 
ance Commissioners, 
defines 
terms used in the policy state­ 
ments and explains the various 
kinds of insurance. 
’’Our real concern is that the 
consumer cannot make a deci­ 
sion on whathe’s buying,” said 
H.W. Edmiston, division direc­ 
tor. 
The division’s life supervisor, 
Carl Barnes, said inaction on 
the part of the state could re­ 
sult in the federal government 
establishing a regulation of its 
own. 
John Britton, a Jfferson City 
lobbyist representing the Mis­ 
souri Association of Life Under­ 
writers, opposed the regulation, 
saying the threat of a federal 
rule was no reason to approve 
one in Missouri.

Frank NuL, a member of the 
commission created to admins- 
ter the law, also said he be­ 
lieved the commission would 
seek a stay of Cole County Cir­ 
cuit Court Judge Byron Kind­ 
er's decision so it could remain 
in effect for the Nov. 2 general 
election. 


“The commission long de­ 
cided to appeal” if there was 
an adverse decision on the law, 
said 
Nutt, 
who 
was 
in­ 
strumental in the citizens drive 
for adoption of the law. 
Commission chairman David 
Blanton, reached in St. Louis, 
declined to make any specific 
comment on the decision until 
he has seen it. 
“I don't like to shoot from 
the hip on something with the 
immplicatlons this has,” Blan­ 
ton said in referring to the 
most far-reaching decision is­ 
sued on the law, which has 
been under attack since its 
enactment. 
Earlier court dec Isons have 
dealt with only portions of the 
law and the state Supreme 
Court has already upheld the 
economic disclosure provisions 
of the statute. 
Kinder declared the entire 
law unconstitutional Wednesday 
because he said it had not been 
properly enacted. He also over­ 
turned nine specific provisions,

Kirkpatrick, whose office is 
charged with processing the fi­

closure reports of candidates 
and political committees, warn­ 
ed that the appeal of Kinder's 
ruling would probably result in 
a stay of his decision and the 
law remaining in effect for the 
Nov. 2 general election. 
“In that event, all candidates 
should plan to continue to com­ 
ply with the present law until 
there has been a decision by a 
higher court,” Kirkpatrick said. 
Gov. Christopher S. Bond, 
who also comapigned for the 
law’s passage after the state 
legislature failed to revise the 
state’s old Corrupt Practices 
Act, said he was “deeply con­ 
cerned” by the decision. 
“1 hope the Supreme Court 
will be able to hear the appeal 
on this case as quickly as pos­ 
sible so that we may have a 


final ruling,” Bond said in a 
statement. He said he would 
continue to conduct his re-elec­ 
tion campaign as if the law 
were still in effect and urged 
other candidates to voluntarily 
do the same. 


Kinder’s decision came in a 
challenge to the law originally 
filed on Nov. 5, 1975 by the La­ 
bor’s Educational and Political 
Club-Independent, a group of 44 
Kansas City area unions. 
Kinder declared specific pro­ 
visions of the law in violation of 
freedom of speech, equal pro­ 
tection and due process guar- 
natees of both the state and 
federal constitutions. 


But he also said the law in 
effect amended the state con­ 
stitution by changing the min­ 
imum qualifications for a per­ 
son to hold public office. Under 
the law, a person failing to 
comply with its provisions can 
be denied an office even if he 
wins the election.

Insurance policies to have 
explanatory information

(AP) — How well do you un­ 
derstand your life insurance 
policy? Do you know the differ­ 
ence between whole life and 
term life insurance, or mutual 
and stock life insurance com­ 
panies? 


If 
you’re 
like 
most 
Mis­ 
sourians, the state Division of 
Insurance says, you’re unsure 
about what you’re buying when 
you agree to purchase life in­ 
surance. In an effort to better 
inform the insurance customer, 
the division has proposed a 
regulation requiring the 530 life 
insurance companies operating 
in the state to include with 
their policies explanatory infor­ 
mation on them. 


The proposed regulation met 
with varying reaction Wednes­ 
day during a public hearing at­ 
tended by some 65 insurance 
company representatives. Two 


large compnay representatives 
said there firms were ready to 
comply with the rule, while a 
Missouri insurance association 
spokesman voiced opposition to 
it. 


The stated purpose of the 
regulation is to “improve the 
buyer’s ability to select the 
most appropriate plan of life in­ 
surance for his needs, improve 
the buyer's understanding of 
the ... policy ... and improve 
the ability of the buyer to eval­ 
uate the relative costs of sim­ 
ilar plans of life insurance." 


A policy summary and buy­ 
er’s guide would have to be 
provided to each customer or 
potential customer. The sum­ 
mary would contain informa­ 
tion explaining the policy, and 
include such information as the 
cost of annual premiums, guar­ 
anteed amounts payable upon 
death, total guaranteed cash 


surrender values, cash divi­ 
dends available and other infor­ 
mation. 
The 
buyer’s 
guide, 
which has been prepared by the 
National Association of Insur­ 
ance Commissioners, 
defines 
terms used in the policy state­ 
ments and explains the various 
kinds of insurance. 
"Our real concern is that the 
consumer cannot make a deci­ 
sion on whathe’s buying," said 
H.W. Edmiston, division direc­ 
tor. 
The division’s life supervisor, 
Carl Barnes, said inaction on 
the part of the state could re­ 
sult in the federal government 
establishing a regulation of its 
own. 
John Britton, a Jfferson City 
lobbyist representing the Mis­ 
souri Association of Life Under­ 
writers, opposed the regulation, 
saying the threat of a federal 
rule was no reason to approve 
one in Missouri.
